WINTER TIPS 


Traffic deaths'skyrocket with the first 


snowfall of the season and the chiefs of police 
of the United States and Canada predict that 
the coming snow and ice season will cause 
the worst traffic accident winter in history. 


In a warning to all drivers to prevent need- 


less injuries and deaths, the police chiefs of- 
fer the following winter tips: 


Maintain visibility: You must see a hazard 


to avoid it. Check windshield 
defroster- 


wiper, headlights and keep windshield cleani 


Reduce speeds according to snow and ice 


conditions. 
Reincmbc-r it takes three to 11 


times normal dislance to stop on snow or ice 
without tire chains. 


Keep safe dislance from 
vehicle ahead. 


When roads are slippery all three to six 
lengths for every ten miles per 
hour, be- 


cause snow and ice increase braking dis- 
tances three to 11 times over those required 
on dry pavement. Slipperiness on ice varies, 
glare ice at near thawing temperatures be- 
ing twice as slippery as dry ice about zero. 


Put on anti-skid chains when snow or ice 


prevail. Tire chains reduce braking dis-. 
tances 40 to 50 per cent and provide needed 
"go" traction on snow or ice. 


Practice defensive driving. This means 


driving so that you are prepared for any 
emergency under prevailing conditions. An- 
ticipate mistakes of pedestrians and other 
drivers." 


Signal intentions clearly as possible. When 


turning or stopping remember others can't 
do likewise as quickly as normal on hard- 
packed snow or ice. 
Some may have neglect- 


ed chains. 


The comfort and protection afforded by 


cars in winter can be enjoyed safely by all if 
they will observe the above rules.
